The following is the text of the bill as 
it finally passed. 


Saclion 1. Be it enacted by the senate and 


house' of representatives of the United States of 
Amer: ca in congress assembled, that hereafter 
the supreme court of the territory of Dakota 
shall consist of a chief justice and five associate 
justices, any five of whom shall constitute a 
quoru n. 


Secj 2. Tbat it shall be the duty of the presi- 


dent to appoint two 
additional associate 


justices of said supreme court, in manner now 
provid jd by law, who shall hold their offices for 
the teim of four years, and until their sueces 
sors sac3 appointed and qualified. 


Sec. 3. That the said territory thall be 


divided into six judicial districts, and a district 
court shall be held in each district by one of 
the justices of the supreme court at such time 
and place as may be prescribed by Jaw. Each 
jndge, after assignment, shall reside in the 
distric ; to which he is assigned.

Cleveland, however, aspired to become a 
lawyer, and his relative encouraged him 
in this ambition by securing him a clerk- 
ship with a prominent law firm in 
Buffalo. Mr. Cleveland was admitted 
to the bar in 1859, and soon thereafter 
was appointed assistant district attorney 
for the connty of Erie. In 1870 he -was 
elested sheriff ef the county and in 
1881 mayor of the city. In 1882 he was 
elected governor of New York, his over- 
whelming majority being caused by the 
indifference of republicans and the fail- 
ure of many of them to vote, owing to 
dissatisfaction with their own candidate.

THE crop report of the agricultural 


department relative to various grains 
shows as follows: Corn—Increase of 
about 2 per cent. The total area will be 
between 69.000,000 and 70,000,000 acres. 
A few states report a decrease. There is 
a good degree of uniformity in the in- 
crease in the southern and central dis- 
tricts. It is 2 per cent in Iowa, 20 in 
Nebraska, and 30 in Dakota. There is 
also an increase on the Pacific coast. 
The condition of spring wheat is up to 
the normal standard of 100, Ihe same as 
in July of last year. Wisconsin and 
Minnesota stand 101 and Dakota 102. 
Winter wheat sustains the promises of 
previous reports. The average condition 
is 94, or one point higher than in June, 
and the same as in May. The report of 
winter wheat covers an area of about 
27,000,000 acres', and unless the threshing 
records should prove disappointing or 
injury, the result will exceed 350,000,000 
bushels.

I never took much stock in fancy flies, I have 
always had better luck with plain grasshoppers 
or angleworms. So, getting permission from 
the landlord, I took a pole and went dowu to the 
river. Baiting my hook with a good old fat 
American angleworm 1 threw it in. In a mo- 
ment I had a bite, and out came a beautiful 
grayling. In went another angleworm, and out 
came another fish. I was having fine spoil 
when down came the landlord all out of breath.

"Angleworms, you fool, plain angleworms," '. 


said, hauling out another grayling. 


"Don't you know that's agin the law ?" 
"What," I asked. "What's agin the law?" 
"Why fishing with angleworms. "The patent 


fly is the only thing allowed in England." 


•The man was right. No one is allowed to fish 


in Englisn rivers with angleworms or bugs. Only 
the patent fly is allowed, and as tbe fish are all 
used to the artificial fly only they don't bite, 
and it is seldom that any are caught. If angle- 
worms were permitted every boy would be out 
fishing, and the streams would be fished dry. As 
it is the patent artificial fly is so expensive that 
only the rich are able to fish. 


If the landlord hadn't kept my fishing a secret 


these three angleworms would 'nave cost me a 
fine of $100, or about thirty-three dollars and 
chirty three cents a worm.

Concerning the Ajje of a Tree. 


The Continent. 


It will be remembered that some time since 


an apparently authoritative statement was 
published in our columns setting forth that 
the concentric rings in the cross-sections of 
trees were not a trustworthy indication of a 
the tree's age. It appears, however, that the 
old idea has its friends, who are ready to 
come forward with facts. P. C. Smith, Esq., 
an Ohio lawyer, publishes a letter in which 
he describes a number of land-grant cases, in 
the trial of which "it very frequently became 
'mportant to show the date of the surveys, 
rhese dates were shown by the indorsement 
on the. survey itself, and corroborated by an 
examination of the hacks on the line and cor- 
ner-tree of the survey. These hacks invaria- 
bly left a scar, which to the practical sur- 
veyor, was readily detected, even after a 
lapse of sixty years. By 'blocking' the tree, 
as it was called, and taking the block and 
counting the concentric rings, from the hack 
made by the surveyor to the outside of the 
tree, it invariably corresponded with the 
dates as they appeared upon the returns 
made by the surveyor, showing as many rings 
as years had elapsed from the date of the sur- 
vey, thus proving that for each year of the 
life of the tree an additional concentric ring 
had been added." It appears, then, that in 
some cases at least the rings are trustworthy. 
The author of the contrary theory, should 
now be heard from, though most people will 
retain their belief in the general accuracy of 
the ring record.

An Old Chicago Hostelry.

The Lake Street house, one of the earliest 


hotels of Chicago, of which the bibulous 
Mark Beaubien was mine host, stood near the 
river, on Lake street, and was, perhaps, the 
most popular hostelry of its time in the city.

A man 
would go to bed, sleep soundly until just 
before dawn, when he would bet awakened 
by a loud cry of "Indians,! Indians!" At the 
same time some one would rush into thj 
room, snatch the bed-clothing from the bed, 
and dart Out again before the astonished 
guest could get his eyes fairly opened. With 
visions of Infuriated savages, glancing toma- 
hawks and flowing blood, the terrified man 
would jump out of bed, hurry himself into 
his garments and bolt out of the room, con- 
fident that a terrible Indian massacre was in 
progress. I But imagine his overwhelming 
amazement and confusion when, on rushing 
into the cuisine of the hotel, where breakfast 
was in coiirse of preparation, he would be 
cooDy informed that he was alarming- him- 
self without cause—that there were no signs 
of an Indian outbreak or any disturbance of 
tbe peace whatever. To make tbe mystery 
moreWnsb nobody could tell him who the 
person was that had wakened him in such 
MI outrageous manner. He would question

lent operating condition. To a Pioneer Press 
correspondent he said there was truth in the 
report that negotiations are pending between 
the Northern Pacific and Oregon Railway and 
Navigation company for a lease of all the 
latter's lines. One of the principal objects of 
his trip to the Pacific coast has special reference 
to th-s proposed transfer. The negotiations 
involve very extensive interests, and necessarily 
most progress slowly. 
Preliminaries are 


advancing as rapidly as pofsible, but the 
formal transfer will probably' not be made 
before August 3. The lease includes all the 
lines of railway and steamers owned and con- 
trolled by the Oregon Railway «nd Navigation 
compaqy,and negotiations are based on arrmgr- 
menta entirely satisfactory to both corporations. 
Mr.Harris stated that the carrying into practical 
effect of these negotiations will cut no figure 
whatever in the present position of the Union 
Pacific road; that his company's relations with 
the latter line remain unchanged until after the 
expiration of thie" existing contract, which lasts 
ten y ears. Regarding the Pnget Sonnd division, 
Presto ent Harris saidj whenever the Oregon 
Improvement company is able and willing to 
pay the Northern Pacific for the expenses of 
stocking connecting links of road between 
Tacoma and Seattle, his company is ready to 
place the branch between the points mentioned 
m active operation. President Harris left for 
Puget Sonnd on Tuesday, and after making a 
thorough inspection of all the lines, will return 
to Portland.

city Friday afternoon to gam an expression 
of the democratic sentiment concerning the 
nominees of the Chicago convention. As will 
be seen by the various statements, there is much 
difference of opinion among the members of 
the party, and whenever a thoroughbred son of 
Erin spoke he voiced the belief and wishes 
of Tammany and Cleveland's opponents. Here 
is what they say: 


C. R. Williams—It is a victory and a defeat. 


A victory over the bosses and a defeat for 
Cleveland. 


Jos. Little—I am pleased with the nomination 


and believe that if the party can be harmonized 
in New York the ticket will be elected. 


Attorney John Hollembaek—I knew Mr. 


Cleveland personally in 1871, when he was 
sheriff of Erie county, and know him to be a 
gentleman who is extremely popular and agree- 
able, and when his unprecedented majority for 
the governorship is taken into consideration, I 
think his nomination is an excellent one. He 
is a man who is not afraid to attack abuses irt 
his own party as well as in the republican, and 
is a practical reformer. I don't believe John 
Kelly's influence, even if exerted to its utmost, 
can prevent the state of New York voting for 
Cleveland, i. e., admitting that Kelly is deter- 
mined to oppose him, which is not at all a 
certainty. A great deal of Kelly's supposed 
influence is the result of the occurrences of 
1879, when Lucius Bobinson was defeated for 
the governorship through Kelly's bolt and can- 
didacy. Kelly does not exeri the autocratic 
powetf now that he did then. Cleveland is a 
practical reformer, an honest man, a progrestivu 
man, and I think he will carry New York, which 
is considered to be equivalent to an election.

Attorney F. M. Hosier—The nomination does 


not please me as well as would that of Judge 
Thurman, of Ohio. (Hosier is an Ohio mat>.) 
I think the campaign will be largely personal, 
and Cleveland has many elements of strength 
that will bring to his support s large independ- 
ent following from tbe republican ranks, Lut 
whether this independent vote will be as Irrge 
as the defection in the democratic party it ia 
difficult to determine. 


Justus Brsgg—I am perfectly satisfied with 


the nomination of Cleveland. He has been my 
choice as a New York man from tbe start. 


Sig Hanauer—Tilden was my first choice, bnt 


as we cannot have him I aoi fur Cleveland and 
believe he will be elected. 


Col. Wm. Thompson—Cleveland has been 


my choice from the beginning cf the campaign. 
I have believed he would be nominated. 1 be- 
lieve he T will carry New York, and think ha 
will be electad. 


Jndgo Hare—I think Cleveland is a good 


man, bnt am afraid he cannot carry New York 
with the antagonism of Tammany. 


P. R. Smith—The nomination does not suit 


me at all.and under the circnmetanc.s I prefer to 
see Blaine elected. Cleveland's znpn wtre given 
fair warning that he was not wanted, and they 
have forced him upon the people. 


Denny Hannafm—Well, sir, ray opinion is 


that Grover Cleveland (or Thomas JeScrson, if 
he were living) can not be elected on the demo- 
craticticket without the Irish vote.This Cleveland 
will not get.

AN INTERESTING DECISION. 


A decision was rendered yesterday in the well 


known contest case of Sue E. Deacon va. Angue 
Matheson, involving the ownership cf a tree 
claim near tbe town of Steele. Tha decision was 
given in favor of the contestee, Mr. Matheson 
on the ground that the contestant failed to 
comply with the law requiring a notice to be 
given to the claimant by the mailing of a regis- 
tered letter, and the decision which was ren- 
dered by the register and receiver of ihe Bis- 
marck land office further reads: 
' 


"Second— On the ground that even if the 


notice had properly been given, it appears from 
the evidence submitted that at the time the 
contest was instituted, the provisions of the liw 
respecting breaking and cultivation had been 
complied with. No charge of abandonment or 


< f an offer to sell the right of claimant is made 
in the affidavit of contestant, but the contest is 
based entirely upoc the alleged failure of the 
claimant to break and cultivate the land, or to 
canse the same to be broken or cultivated. The 
object of the timber culture law is to secu e the 
breaking and cultivation of the land and the 
growing of timber thereon, and the breaking 
and cultivation having in this case been per- 
formed, and it not being clearly established by 
the testimony offered that this breaking and 
cultivation was not done by, for or at the in- 
stance of the claimant, we are of the opinion 
that the evidence would not warrant us in con- 
cluding that the claimant could not now go on 
and plant, or canse to be planted, trees on said 
claim and that the breaking and cultivation 
already doje would not inure to his benefit.''

These little corn 
items ate of interest, as it has been generally 
conceded in the past that corn could not be Suc- 
cessfully raisea in the Missouri slope br North 
Dakota. Mr. Kemp is the owner of the Meadow 
Lake farm from which the corn specimen jwas 
taken, and although he has been here bnt one 
year, he has already a splendid variety farm. 
He had new potatoes June 22d, string beans 
July 4th, his peas are ripe now, -and tomatoes of 
good size are thriving in his garden. Mr. Kemp 
says his oats are the finest he ever saw land 
thinks they will go 100 bushels to the acre, 
whilp his wheat is equally good. On his farm 
last year squaw corn ripened on the sod in fifty- 
two days 
He will put in a large amount of 


small fruit next year.
